called a "duotone." It is red 
overprinted on black to give a 
rotogravure effect, and the first 
one attracted wide attention,

exact register. We try to throw 
in a news picture in color, as I 
said — but today thre was no 
room for it on the 4 particular 
pages where color was avail- 
able. 


The edition w a s simply too 


big — the maximum for which 
the new press was designed.
